WHITMAN 
LITHOGRAPHS 
IN GALLERY 


The SJ.C. Art Gallery this 
week is featuring’ an exhibit of 
lithographs by Paul Whitman, 
prominent California artist. This 
exhibit was only to be run this 
week, but with Easter vacation 
breaking into the regular sched- 
ule, it has been decided to run 
it next week also. 

A lithograph is a hand-made 
print done by the artist in the 
following process: 

The artist first draws the pic- 
ture on lithographic stone with 
grease pencil. The. stone, which 
is of the porous type, is saturated 
with water. The parts that are 
covered with grease pencil repel 
the water. In the next step, lith- 
ographic ink is applied to the 
whole surface. Where the stone 
is water saturated the ink will 
not adhere, but it does stick to 
the greased places. From this 
inked surface, a print can be 
made by applying a paper under 
pressure. 

Only a limited number of 
prints can be made. 

Mr. Whitman’s highest valued 
lithographs in the J.C. exhibit 
are “Surf Fisherman,” “Los Ba- 
nos Morning,” and “Old Aban- 
doned Barn.” 

Although Paul Whitman is also 
noted for his watercolors, he did 
not have enough available for 
this exhibit.

Illegal 


Unconstitutional practices by 
students during the March 28 
election to select the most out- 
standing man and woman stu- 
dent in the college forced the 
student commission of the college 
immediately to declare the elec- 
tion null and void. 

Charging that the voters stuffed 
the ballot box, and that candi- 
dates openly campaigned in front 
of the polls, the student commis- 
sion refused to allew the votes 
to be counted. 

Student body president Tony 
Mercante stated that the elec- 
tion was being rerun “not be- 
cause the most deserving stu- 
dents would not have won the 
election regardless, but because 
in fairness to the winners the 
commission feels that’ we should 
have an election that is beyond 
reproach.” 

Those in charge of the elec- 
tion claimed partial blame for 
the poor conditions existing dur- 
ing the election. The failure to 
enforce the student body card 
ruling made ballot stuffing too 
easy for the college wags. 

The finals of the election will 
be run off today, and all stu-

Several weeks back, your stu- 
dent commission put up a long 
and loud wail for a student un- 
ion. They stirred up student re- 
action, circulated petitions, made 
speeches about what should be 
done, requested this paper to 
support their campaign, and re- 
solved to fight to the last ditch 
in order to get a student union 
for the college. 

The students supported this 
campagin with spirit and vigor. 
College President John B. Lemos 
agreed to back the plan by pre- 
senting the students’ written res- 
olution to the Salinas School 
Board. The college paper gave 
the commission support and en- 
couragement. 

The commission spent much 
time talking about plans which 
would gain the college a student 
union. They had a noble cause 
to support. A committee was ap- 
pointed to draw up a resolution 
for President Lemos to present 
to the school board. 

While the resolution was be- 
ing prepared, plans were submit- 
ted to the board by one of the 
commissioners for a temporary 
building. This was turned down 
because of the high cost involved. 

This, instead of spurring the 
commission on to added effort, 
led to a gradual letdown. The 
resolution took several weeks to 
prepare, several weeks longer 


than it should have. Even after 


being prepared and approved by 


the commission it lay in the stu- 


dent commission office, not sub- 
mitted to’ President Lemos as in- 
structed. : 

The college is too badly in 
need of a student union to per- 
mit incompetent handling of 
such important matters. 

As the representatives of the 
Associated Students, it is the ob- 
ligation of the commission to see 
that the best interests of the stu- 
dents are observed. Action on 
Ahe student union situation must 
begin at once if the college is to 
have a student union, by next se- 
mester.
